London, May 5.—Gains for the Ger- 
mans northwest of Verdun are chron- 
icled in both the French and German 
official communications. North of 
Hill 304 the Germans gained a footing 
in French advanced trenches, and also} 
occupied French positions west of 
Avocourt and several trenches south- 
east of Haucourt. tepeated French 
attacks against German positions west 
of Le Mort Homme broke down under 
the German fire. 

Inclement weather 
infantry operations, according to the 
latest communication from Paris, and 
bombardments alone are taking ‘place. 
Hill 304, northwest of Verdun, is re- 
ceiving a bombardment of increased 
intensity. 

In the region of the Adamello ridge, | 
of. the. Austro-Italian line, the fierce 
fighting which has been in progress 
for nearly a week continues unabated. 
Italians-are heavily shelling the Tol- 
mino bridgehead, and there have been 
artillery duels along the Tyrol front. 


| RUSSIANS STOP 
GERMAN ATTACKS. 


German attempts to dislodge the 
Russians from captured positions 
southeast of the Olyka station have 
met with failure, according to Petro- 
grad, as also have German attacks on 
Russian trenches near the Tarnopol- 
Pezerna railway. 

Near Baiburt, Asia Minor, 
have again essayed an aatack 
the Russians, but have been repulsed. 
Night attacks by the Turks near Bitlis 
also were put down. Near Erzingan 
the Russians captured Turk trenches 
and killed or took prisoner their occu- 
pants. 

Two additional Zeppelins have 
destroyed, one in the North sea, off the 
cost of Schleswig, and the other at 
Saloniki. British cruisers destroyed 
the first, which apparently was out 
scouting, while the guns of the entente 
allied fleet at Saloniki brought down 
the second. The Zeppelin wrecked on 
the coast of Norway several davs ago

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Washington, May 5.—Milton  H. 
Smith, president of the Louisville and 
Nasbville railroad, finished his direct 
testimony today in the interstate com- 
merce commission's investigation of the 
road’s affairs.

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the protection of international law and 
of the president's steadfast determina- 
tion not to permit the interests of the

of another. 

The United States only recently, de- 
claring its views on the rights of ‘mer- 
chant ships on the high seas, recog- 
nized and provided for the condition 
under which Germany charges British 
merchant ships, by orders ofthe Brit- 
ish admiralty, actually are acting as 
nmaval war vessels in attacking sub- 
marines. 

Germany in her note reserves “com- 
plete liberty of decision” should the 
United States fail to prevail upon Great 
Britain to bring her practices into con- 
formity with intermational law. The 
official view is that the United States 
for some time has been and now is 
conducting diplomatic correspondence 
with Great Britain on that subject and 
the success or failure of the negotia- 
tions and Germany’s consequent action 
must necessarily remain for the fu- 
ture.

U-BOAT “MISTAKES” 
ARE UNFORGIVABLE. 


Out of it all two things were made 
clear. They ‘were that the United 
States still holds firmly to its determi- 
nation that “mistakes” of submarine 
commanders are not admissible: that 
they are unforgivable, and that the 
United States must continue to regard 
a discussion of the conduct of other 
belligerents as irrelevant to its dis- 
cussion of Germany’s conduct. 

While the tone of the German note 
was said to be disappointing, most of- 
ficials expressed the view that after 
all the language was immaterial if the 
assurances were all that had been 
asked for. 

At the end of the cabinet meeting 


the president asked all the members 
present to read the German note very

arhe undersigned on behalf of the 
imperial German government has _ 
honor to present to his excellency, t e 
ambassador of the United States, Mr. 
James W. Gerard, the following reply 
to the note of Aprii 20, regarding the 
conduct of German submarine warfare: 
“The German government harnded 
over to the proper naval authorities for 
early investigation the evidence con- 
cerning the Sussex as communicated 
by the government of the United 
States. Judging by the results that 
the investigation has hitherto yielded 
the German government is alive to the 
possibility that the ship mentioned in 
the note of April 10 as having been 
torpedoed by a German submarine is 
actually identical with the Sussex. 
“The German Bovernment begs to re-

Should it turn out that the com- 
mander was wrong in assuming the 
vessel to be a man of war the German 
government will not fail to draw the 
consequence resulting therefrom. 


Resents American Assertions. 


“In connection with the case of the 
Sussex the government of the United 
States made a series of statements, the 
gist of which is the assertion that the 
incident is to be considered but one in- 
stance of a deliberate method of indis- 
criminate destruction ‘of vessels of all 
sorts, nationalities and destinations, by 
German submarine commanders. 

“The German government most em- 
phatically repudiates the assertion. The 
German government, however, thinks 
it of little avail to enter into details in 
the present stage of affairs, more par- 
ticularly as the government of the 
United. States omitted to substantiate 
the assertion by reference to concrete 
facts. 

“The German government will only 
state that it has imposed far-reaching 
restraints upon the use of the subma- 
rine weapon solely in consideration of 
neutrals’ interests, in spite of the fact 
that these restrictions are necessarily 
of advantage to Germany’s enemies. 
No such consideration has ever been 
shown neutrals by Great Britain and 
her allies. 

“The German submarine forces have 
had, in fact, orders to conduct the sub- 
marine warfare in accordance with the 
general principles of visit and seareh 
and the destruction of merchant ves- 
sels recognized by international law, 
the sole exception being the conduct 
of warfare against enemy trade carried 
on enemy freight vessels encountered 
in the war zowe surrounding Great 
Britain. With regard to these no as- 
Surances have ever been given to the 
government of the United States. No 
such assurances are contained in the 
declaration of February 8, 1916 


Admits Errors May Be Made. 


“The German government cannot ad- 
mit anye doubt that these orders were 
given or .are executed in good faith. 
Errors actually occurred. They can in 
no kind of warfare be avoided alto- 
gether. Allowances must be made in 
the conduct of naval warfare against 
an enemy resorting to all kinds of 
ruses, whether permissible or illicit. . 

“But apart from the possibility of 
errors, naval warfare, just like war- 
fare on land, implies unavoidable dan- 
gers for neutral persons and goods en- 
tering the fighting zone. Even in 
cases where the naval action is con- 
fined to ordinary forms of cruiser war- 
fare neutral persons and goods repeat- 
edly come to grief. . 

“The German government has re- 
peatedly and explicitly pointed out the 
dangers from mines that have led to 
the loss of numerous ships. 

“The German government has made 
several proposals to the government 


of the United States in order to reduce | 


to a minimum for American travelers 
and goods the inherent dangers of 
naval warfare. Unfortunately the gov- 
ernment of the United States decided 
not to accept the proposals. Had it 


‘accepted the government of the United 
| States would have been instrumental 


in preventing the greater part of the. 


accidents that American citizens have 
met with in the meantime. 

“The German government still stands 
dv its offer to come to an agreement 
atens these lines. 

Can’t Give Up the Submarines. 

“As the German government repeat- 
edly declared, it cannot dispense with 


the use of the submarine weapon in 
the conduct of warfare against enemy 
trade. The German government, how- 
ever, has now decided to make a fur- 
ther concession, adapting methods of 
submarine war to the interests of 
neutrals. 

“In reaching this decision, the Ger- 
man government is actuated by consid- 
erations which are above the level of 
the disputed question. 

“The German government attaches 
rio less importance to the sacred prin- 
ciples of humanity than the govern- 
ment of the United States. 

“It again fully takes into account 
that both governments for many years 
co-operated in developing international 
law in conformity with these princi- 
ples, the ultimate object of which has 
always been to confine warfare on sea 
and land to armed forces of belliger- 
ents and safeguard as far as possible 
non-combatants against the horrors of 
war. 

“But although these considerations 
are of great weight, they alone would 
not under present circumstances have 
determined the attitude of the German 
government. 

“For in answer to the appeal by the 
government of the United States on 
behalf of the sacred principles of hu- 


fmanity and international law, the Ger- 


man government must repeat once 
more with all emphasis that it was not 
the German, but the British, govern- 
ment which ignored all accepted rules 
of international law and extended this 
terrible war to the lives and property 
of non-combatants, having no regard 
whatever for the interests and rights 
of neutrals and non-combatants that 
through this method of warfare have 
been severely injured. 
Forced to Submarine Warfare. 

“In self-defense against the illegal 
conduct of British warfare, while 
fighting a bitter struggle for national 
existence, Germany had to resort to 
the hard but effective weapon of sub- 
marine warfare. 

“As matters stand, the German gov- 
ernment cannot but reiterate regret 
that the sentiments of humanity which 
the government of the United States 
extends with such fervor to the un- 
happy victims of submarine warfare 
are not extended with the same warmth 
of feeling to many millions of women 
and children who, according to the 
avowed intention of the British gov- 
ernment, shall be starved, and who, 
by sufferings, shall force the victo- 
rious armies of the central powers into 
ignominous capitulation. 

“The German government, in agree- 
ment with the German people, fails to 
understand this discrimination, all the 
more as it has repeatedly and explicit- 
ly declared itself ready to use the sub- 
marine weapon in strict conformity 
with the rules of international law as 
recognized before the outbreak of the 
war, if Great Britain likewise was 
ready to adapt the conduct of warfare 
to these rules. 

“Several attempts made by the gov- 
ernment of the United States to pre- 
vail upon the British government to 
act accordingly failed because of flat 
refusal on the part of the British gov- 
ernment. Moreover, Great Britain 
again and again has violated interna- 
tional law surpassing all bounds in 
outraging neutral rights. 

“The latest measure adopted by 
Great Britain, declaring German bunk- 
er coal contraband and establishing 
conditions under which English bunker 
coal alone is supplied to neutrals, is 
nothing but an unheard-of attempt by 
way of exaction to foree neutral ton- 
nage into the service of British trade 
war. 

Impugns Neutrality of United States. 

“The German people knows that the 
government of the United States has 
the power to confine the war to armed 
forces of the belligerent countries, in 
the interest of humanity and mainte- 
nance of international law. The gov- 
ernment of the United States would 
have been certain of attaining this 
end had it been determined to insist, 
against Great Britain, on the incon- 
trovertible rights of freedom of the 
seas. 

“But as matters stand the German 
people is under the impression that 
the government of the’ United States 
while demanding that Germany, strug- 
gling for existence, shall restrain the 


| 
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use of an effective weapon, and while 


making compliance with these demands 
a condition for maintenance of rela- 
tions with Germany, confines itself to 
protests against illegal methods adopt- 
ed by Germany’s enemies. Moreover, 
the German people know to what 
considerable extent its enemies are sup- 
plied with all Kinds of war material 
from the United States. . 

“It will, therefore, be understood 
that the appeal made by the govern- 
ment of the United States to senti- 
ments of humanity and principles of 


international law cannot under the cir- |; 


cumstances meet the same hearty re- 
sponse from the German people which 
such an appeal otherwise always is 
certain to find here. If the German 
government nevertheless is resolved to 
go to the utmost limit of concessions, 
it has been guided not alone vy the 
friendship connecting the two great 
nations For over one hundred years, 
but also by the thought of the great 
doom which threatens the entire civ- 
ilized world should the cruel and san- 
guinary war be extended and pro- 
longed. 

Is for Peace—on Her Own Terma, 

“The German government, conscious 
of Germany’s strength, twice within 
the last few months announced before 
the world its readiness to make peace 
on a basis safeguarding Germany's vi- 
tal interests, thus indicating that it is 
not Germany’s fault if peace is still 
withheld from the nations of Europe. 
The German government feels all the 
more justified in declaring that respon- 
sibility could not be borne before the 
forum of mankind and in history if, 
after twenty-one months of the war's 
duration, the submarine question under 
discussion between the German gov- 
ernment and the government of the 
United States were to take a turn se- 
riously threatening eoemeanetre of 
eace between the two nations. 
Z “As far as lies with the German gov- 
ernment, it wishes to prevent things 
from taking such a course. The Ger- 
man government, moreo

Such a demand would be incompatible 
with the character of neutrality, and 
the German government is convinced 
that the government of the United 
States does not think of making such 
a demand, knowing that the govern- 
ment of the United States repeatedly 
declares that it is determined to restore 
the principle of freedom of the seas, 
from whatever quarter it has been vio- 
lated. \ 

British Must Observe Law. 

“Accordingly the German government 
is confident that in consequence of the 
new orders issued to the naval forces 
the government of the United States 
will also now consider all impediments 
removed which may have been in the 
way of mutual co-operation toward 
restoration of the freetiom of the seas 
during the war, as suggested in the 
note of July 23, 1915, and it does not 
doubt that the government of the Unit- 
ed States will now demand and insist 
that the British government shall forth- 
with observe the rules of international 
law universally necognized before the 
war as are laid down in the notes pre-

“Army of the east: On the night of 
May 4 and 5 about 2 o’clock in the 
morning, a Zeppelin which was hover- 
ing over Saloniki, was brought down 
by the artillery of the allied fleet. The 
Zeppelin fell in flames at the mouth 
of the Vardar river. 

“Belgian communication: The Ger- 
man artillery at daybreak opened a 
violent fire on our positions to the 
north of Steenstraet and Dixmude. A 
very spirited fight between bomb 
throwers and pieces of every caliber 
ensued. During the bombardment of 
the German line we severely damaged 
the German defense organizations 
which were’ shattered at several 
points.” 


GERMANS CAPTURE 
FRENCH TRENCHES. 


Berlin, May 5.—(By Wireless to Say- 
ville.)—-The capture of several French 
trenches southeast of -Haucourt, on the 
Verdun front, was announced today by 
the war office. 

Repeated French attacks against a 
erman position west of Dead Man Hill 
broke down. 

The war office statement follows: 

“Western front: Lively fighting con- 

tinues on the’ British front be- 
tween Armentieres and Arras. Near 
Givenchy-En-Gohelle there were hand 
grenade combats about a mine crater, 
in which the enemy had obtained a 
temporary footing. 

‘South of the Somme, German 
patrols entered a position of the ene- 
my, repulsed a counter astack and 


—— one officer and forty-five sol- 
ers. 

“West of the Meuse (Verdun front) 
Germaa troops entered French defen- 
sive positions on the salient west of 
Avocourt which had been evacuated 
by the enemy in consequence of the 
German fire. These positions were de- 
stroyed and abandoned, according to 
the plan. 

“Southeast of Haucourt’ several 
French trenches were captured and 
prisoners were taken. Repeated at- 
tacks of the enemy against our posi- 
tion west of Dead Man Hill broke 
down completely. 

“East of the Meuse the artillery ac- 
tions were intense, especially during 
the night. 

“A British biplane with French 
signs was captured intact by us on 
the coast near the Dutch frontier. 
The inmates escaped to neutral terri- 
tory. 

“A German aerial squadron dropped 
many bombs with success on the rail- 
roads in Niblette and Auve valleys 
and also on the aeronautic station at 
Suippes.” 


PROGRESS MADE 
BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, May 5.—(Via Londan.)— 
The official communication issued by 
the war office today folicws:

On the sector south 
of Krevo the violence of the artillery 
combat diminished during the night 
of May 4. The enemy delivered violent 
artillery fire on the Oginski canal. espe- 
cially in the region of Valistchi.

HEAVY LOSSES 
IN AEROPLANES. 


Berlin, May 5.—(By Wireless.)— 
Twenty-six aeroplanes were shot down 
by German aviators on the western 
front in April, according to official fig- 
ures given out here today. The German 
losses last month totalled 22 aero- 
planes. 

The official announcement follows: 

“Aerial fighting on the western front 
in April, especially in the second half 
of the month, increased largely in ex- 
tent and bitterness. Fighting with sin- 
gle machines has been replaced more 
and more by combats among groups 
and squadrons. Most of these took 
place beyond our lines. 

“On the western front 26 aeroplanes 
were shot down by our fliers in April. 
Of these nine were captured by us. In 
addition to these, ten enemy aeroplanes 
were shot down by anti-aircraft guns. 

“German losses amount to 22 aero-

planes. Of these, 14 were lost in aerial 
combats, four were shot down from 
| earth and four did not return.” 

The announcement that twenty-two 
German aeroplanes and thirty-six al- 
lied machines were lost on the western 
front last month is at variance with the 
figures given by the French war of- 
fice. The Paris announcement said 
French pilots had brought down thir- 
tv-one hostile aeroplanes and that six 
French aeroplanes had fallen within 
the German lines. This did not in- 
clude British losses. 


FRENCH SUBMARINE 
SINKS TORPEDO BOAT. 


Rome, May i5.—(Via  Paris.)—*The 
French submarine Bernouille sank an 
enemy torpedo boat in the lower Adri- 
atic sea yesterday,” says an official 
communication, issued this evening.

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Problem Will Be Discussed 
at Meeting of the Finance 
Committee Which Is Call- 
ed for This Morning. 


A meeting of the finance committee 
of council has been called for this 
morning at 10 o’clock at the city hall 
for the purpose of considering ways 
and means of raising a fund of $55,000 
from the different improvements in the 
city to pay the full amount due to the 
Destructor company in the crematory 
case. This sum totals $190,000. One 
hundred and thirty-five thousand dol- 
lars is already on hand, set aside to 


pay for the plant. 

The resolution providing for the 
consent judgment against the city for 
the above sum was presented to the 
mayor Friday for his consideration. 
He did not sign it, but indicated in the 
afternoon that he was waiting for the 
-action of the finance committee this 
morning before either signing or veto- 
ing it. 

Part Payment Agreeable. 

The company has agreed to take as 
part payment of the judgment the sum 
of $135,000 now in the city treasury 
and wait for the remainder of the 
amount until the first part of next 
year. 

Mayor Woodward objects to the 
partial payment plan. He says that 
the whole sum must be paid to make 
the settlement legal. During Friday 
he obtained from the office of the 
chief of construction and from the 
comptroller memoranda of various 
sums which have been set aside for 
street work and other improvements, 
but have not yet been begun by the 
city. The total of the amounts is 
greatly in excess of the $55,000 need- 
ed under the settlement, the mayor as- 
serts. 

Members of the finance committee 
are favorable to a speedy settlement of 
the crematory case, recognizing that the 
plant is needed by the city. It is con- 
sidered probable that the committee 
will reach some decision for a settle- 
ment by transferring certain funds 
from other departments for this pur- 


pose. 

Councilmen Inman, Farlinger, Edwin 
Johnson and Alderman McDonald have 
already expressed a desire for a set- 
tlement and have agreed to hear the 
plan of the mayor. 

Spratt Wants Settlement. 


Alderman Spratt said last night: “I 
am inclined to favor any plan of the 
mayor for the speedy settlement of 
this matter, always provided the money 
transferred will not effect improve- 
ments that are needed or that are now 
ynder way.” 

Alderman Armistead said: “I am in 
favor of the paper introduced by Coun- 
cilman Inman at the last meeting of 
council. I see no reason why coun- 
eil should not pass the paper as sug- 
gested and take the money offered for 
the purpose.” 

Alderman Seawright said: “I am not 
in favor of the transfer of any money 
from improvements, but if the mayor 
or any one else can show me where 
council can transfer enough money 
from streets that are not in need of 
improvement at this time or won't be 
in need of improvement until next year, 
I may change ‘my mind and vote’ for 
the transfer.” :

D. C. Posey proprietor of the livery 
stable, told the court that he knew 
nothing of the door, as did J. W. Wells, 
another part owner of the place. 

Both Posey and Wells claimed that 
Lanford worked for them at the stable 
selling stock on commission, but both 
denied kn@wledge of the little room,

the same.

The seizufe of this drink provoked 
a strong protest from Manager Starr 
of the brewery, and thoseywho were 
selling this brew and nothing else 
have given notice that they will bring 
suit against the raiding officers. 

Mayor Pierpont stated that he did 
not order the raid but he commended 
the chief for his initiative, and gave 
the action: his entire approval. 

It was generally reported after the 
raid that the police intended to visit 
and search every private home in Sa- 
vannah. This was latér positively de- 
nied by the authorities.

Generally Note Is Regard- 
ed as Unsatisfactory, But 
It Is Agreed That It Makes 
an Immediate Rupture Un- 
necessary—The Future De- 
pends on Whether or Not 
Germany Keeps Her Prom- 
ises—Tone of Note Called 
Insolent. | 


Washington, May 5.—The press of the 
United States as a rule finds the Ger- 
man reply to the American demands 
unsatisfactory, but agrees that the 
qualified concessions made by the Ger- 
man government render an immediate 
break in diplomatic relations unneces- 
sary. Whether relations are to. be 
broken in the future depends on how 
Germany keeps the promises made in 
the note. Some papers call: the Ger- 
man note “impudent” and one describes 
it as a “imasterpiece of insolence.” 

Comment on the Note. 

Extracts from editorials follow: 


Brooklyn Daily Eagle: What we 
want from Germany is an admission of 
wrongdoing, which we have not obtain- 
ed; reparation for the injury wrought, 
which we have not obtained, and a 
promise of amendment, which we have 
obtained, but which is so qualified by 
restrictions as to make it of doubtful 
value. 

Louisville Courier Journal: It (the 
German response) would be satisfac- 
tory to Americans but for two con- 
siderations. One is that Germany is a 
bankrupt in good faith . . the other 
is that even if she means this time to 
keep her word and observe the law, 
her admission that she will hold her- 
self at liberty to go back to law-break- 
ing unless we succeed in our efforts to 
make Great Britain observe the law. 
The latter consideration of course will 
have no weight at Washington. 

New York Herald: There are two 
things that he (President Wilson) can 
do. One is to sever diplomatic rela- 
tions with Germany immediately. The 
tone of the note in itself would be jus- 
tification for that. On the other hand, 
he can sit down and wait. He will not 
have to wait long. There is no way 
out of the difficulties of the United 
States with Germany except through 
Germany abandoning its illegal use of 
the submarine. This it will not do. 
The break seems bound to come in the 
very nature of things. It would per- 
haps be better to have it come now. 


A Pro-German View. 


New York Staats Zeitung (evening 
edition): The day of the decision ha: 
arrived, . . Whatever the interpreta- 
tion of the German note may be—and 
no doubt there will be various interpre- 
tations guided solely in the desire any- 
one may have for war or peace—one 
thing is indicated on the surface of 
the answer, and that is the honest wish 
of the German nation and her leaders to 
continue peaceful relations with our 
government. . It is to be regretted 
that at the present time the decision 
will be made by a few men, by the 
president immediately and not by the 
people. But as soon as the people have 
been heard from, as a final court, as 
soon as the question, whether there 
shall be war or peace, is submitted to 
congress, to the representatives of the 
people, the answer will not be bellig- 
erent.

What- 
ever the president's decision the United 
States of America will stand solidly 
behind him. 

Portland (Ore.) Telegram: Germany 
still is to remain sole judge both of 
the efforts and the result of the ef- 
forts of this government to stand for 
itself and the other neutrals.

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TIGERS ARE FOUND | 
IN COUNTRY HOMES 


Indications Are That Viola- 
tors of Prohi Laws Will 
Bother Country as Well as 
City Officers. 


Prohibition enforcement troubles in 
some of the country counties, with in- 
dications of more difficulty in uphold- 
ing the new laws in those counties than 
in the cities, is the latest phase of the 
situation. | 

Reliable information came to Atlan- 
ta yesterday that, for the past three 
or four days, Ben Hill county, in the 
vicinity around Fitzgerald, a commu- 
nity which heretofore has not been 
bothered with blind tigers and boot- 
leggers, is gathering in an enormous 
amount«of contraband goods. Wednes- 
day and Thursday, it is stated, the 
sheriff of Ben Hill county and the 
chief of police of Fitzgerald, working 
in conjunction, made seizures aggre- 
gating 54 barrels of “wet goods.” And 
they have “just started.”’ 

Big Haul is Made. 


During the forenoon Thursday the 
two officers made a pilgrimage about 
two and a half miles from the town, 
to the home of a man by the name of 
Williams, an innocent looking farm 

lace. There wasn’t anything in sight, 

ut when they struck the corn crib 
what they uncovered would have done 
credit to a Chattanooga mail order 
house. There were wet goods in pro- 
fusion and the tally sheet at the town 
lock-up, when the stuff was counted 
and. calculated, ran to just 35 barrels 
of booze; some of it in jugs, but the 
larger part of it in pint and half pint 
bottles. 

This, according to the sheriff, is but 
a starter. He and the chief of police 
let it be known that they had “more 
of it spotted” and were going to keep 
after the stuff until they round it all 
up. It is their declared purpose’ to 
fine-toothcomb the whole county and 
confiscate every drop they find in ex- 
cess of the limited supply permitted 
under the law. 

From one or two other counties re- 
ports have come of activities by blind 
tigers, but none of them in such vol- 
ume as indicated in Fitzgerald and 
Ben Hill county. It is beginning to 
appear, though, that it will not be in 
the cities alone that trouble in en- 
forcement is going to be experienced, 
but, because of the police facilities in 
the several cities and the declared pol- 
icy of every municipality in the state 
for rigid enforcement of the law, there 
will really be less trouble there than 
in the country districts. 

In the smaller counties, where the 
policing is entirely in the hands of a 
sheriff and one or two deputies, it is 
believed it will be quite hard to rigid- 
ly enforce the law, and in that re- 
spect there is considerable fear of trou- 
ble through the automobile route. So 
far as it is possible to keep track of 
shipments made by the common car- 
riers, it will be a fairly easy matter 
to trace any excess supply of whisky, 
wine or beer, but there is no way to 
keep tab on what might be brought 
into the state from across the ‘border, 
and transported in automobiles, even 
by relaying from one point to another 
over the public highways. 

Strict in Richmond. 


From Richmond county it is reported 
here that the enforcement of the law 
in Augusta is going to be rigid, and 
the declaration of the authorities to 
that effect is being generally accepted, 
but in the outlying districts the situa- 
tion may be different. In fact, accord- 
ing to the reports sent in, there are 
now two or three road houses out in 
the county which are pretty well stock- 
ed up, but operating on a-very exclu- 
sive method. 

If there is any attempt: to violate 
the law in Macon and Bibb, reports 
have not been made on it yet, and at 
this stage of the game it seems that 
one city which was freely cited last 
summer and fall as a sure opponent 
of enforcement is in a fair way to be 
the mode] city and county of the state 
in that respect. 

From Chatham the report comes that 
the authorities are going after the 
tigers, and are finding them. More than 
100 have been located, it is reported, 
and the police department has made 
some big hauls.

State Fire Marshal W. R. Joyner re- 
ports the conviction of Byrd Miller, in 
Dalton, on the charge of having burn- 
ed the barn of J. C, Langston, about 
10 miles from the town of Dalton. He 
was trailed by dogs to his house, where 
a man by the name of Harrison was 
also taken, and Harrison told the story 
of Miller burning the barn. A sentence 
of three years was imposed. 

Discussion of this case, in compari- 
son with the cases recently brought in 
a county above Dalton, where there 
had been repeated fires in a_ short 
space, brought out the fact that the 
department will ask for correction in 
the present law, which does not cover 
a case in which a man burns his own 
barn. In investigation of the fires 
in the north Georgia county the de- 
partment had that experience a few 
months ago. 

HIGHWAY BILL OF ANDREWS 

TO BE PUSHED THIS YEAR 

It°is given as a definite statement 
now that the state highway commis- 
sion bill presented to the last legisla- 
ture by Walter P. Andrews, of Ful- 
ton county, and which 
unfinished business, is going to be 
pushed in the coming session, in place 
of the more recently proposed Dill. 
The argument is advanced that the new 
proposition, contemplating a state 
high'way commission, which will advise 
the several counties in road construc- 
tion, does not go far enough and car- 
ries with it no practical plan of oper- 
ation. The Andrews biti, on the other 
hand, constitutes a state highway coim- 
missioner from among officers of the 
state highways, by devoting the au- 
than $100,000 a year for a system of 
state highways, bey devoting the au- 
tomodile tag money to that .purpose. 
This, it is held, will be augmented by 
the federal post roads appropriations 
and will mean, in the course of a very 
few years’ work through this practical 
plan, a complete system of state high- 
ways all over Georgia. In this or any 
other similar state commission move- 
ment, though, it is anticipated that 
strong opposition is going to come from 
the smaller counties, which pay prac- 
ticaliy nothing into the fund by pur- 
chase of the tags, but draw down on 
the apportionment neat sums. 

MERCY DENIRDD IN TWO CASES; 
RHODES SAVED FROM GALLOWS 
The prison commission has passed 

on three death sentenc® cases, in two 
of which application for commutation 
to life imprisonment are declined, and 
the sentence of the court will be ex- 
ecuted. In the other commutation is 
recommended, and the condemned man 
will not be hanged. 

In the case of Sam Rhodes, 
the murder of 
Greene, near Hephzibah, the commis- 
sion recommends commutation. The 
application for executive clemency in 
this case had the indorsement of the 
trial judge, Henry C. Hammond, tne 
solicitor general, A. L. Franklin, the 
jurors, the mayor of Augusta, and a 
number of prominent and influential 
citizens, 

The Robert Kitchens case made one 
of the most famous of the kind in the 
state, through the course it took in 
the repeated effort to save tne negro's 
neck, goes to the governor with the 
recommendation that the sentence be 
not commuted. Kitchens, who is sen- 
tenced to be hanged May 19, Friday 
week, was convicted of the murder of 
Henry Brantley, in Washington coun- 
ty. Brantley had reproved Kitchens’ 
sister and the convict, accompanied by 
other negroes, went to Brantley’s home, 
waited for him, precipitated a quarrel 
and Brantley was shot to death by 
Kitchens. On trial of the case he was 
convicted and Attorney John R. Cooper, 
of Macon, appealed, taking the case 
to the federal circuit court on habeas 
corpus, which Judge Speer declined. 
Later he appealed to the United States 
supreme court, on the ground that the 
negro did not have a fair trial, in that 
there were no negro jurors among the 
The higher federal court 
declined to interfere in the case and 
application for commutation was made 
to the prison commission. 

In the case of J. E. Lindsey, white, of 
Clay county, the accused was charged 
with the murder of his wife, was con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged. 
Appeal was taken and the lower court 
was sustained. Application was made 
to the prison commission for commu- 
tation, Lindsey in the meanwhile hav- 
ing been reprieved in order that his 
attorneys might have an opportunity 
to present.the case. The commission 
returns this paper to the governor with 
the recommendation that the sentence 
be not commuted. The reprieve grant- 
ed for Lindsey expires next Friday, 
May 12.

Uncle Sam wants 246 good mules for 
re Purposes, and wants them in a 
Yesterday federal authorities in At- 
lanta received from the war depart- 
ment an advertisement for bids for 
the animals, the sealed proposals to 
furnish which must be in the hands of 
the Proper authorities not later than 
11 o’clock on the morning of May 12, 
and in which the bidder must state 
the earliest date upon which he can 
commence and complete delivery of the 
mules at Fort Sam Houston, Texas 
“Or some other prominent railroad 
points where loading facilities and 
shelter are available.” 

The stock wanted must be of the best 
quality and classified as follows: 
Sixty-five draft mules, ‘“wheel;” six- 
ty draft mules “lead,” and 121 pack 
mules. <All must be thoroughly halter 
broke. 

Only a few weeks ago the govern- 
ment advertised for i1,200 head of 
horses for use in the army, for deliv- 
ery on the Mexican border.

He was calm even after being 
taken. from the wires and remained 
conscious all through the terrible or- 
deal to which he had been subjected. 

Burst is a married man and lives at 
432 North Jackson street. He is 35 
years of age and for several years has 
been one of the most valued employees 
of the power company. 

His presence of mind in not allow- 
ing anyone to come near him while he 
hung suffering torture, was lauded as 
remarkable ‘by his fellow employees. 


Saves Comrade. 


This is Ernest Hurst’s second heroic 
deed where death was threatened by 
electricity. Several years ago when he 
was plant superintendent of the North 
Georgia Power company’s works at 
GainesvilleyGa., he rescued Cliff Burtz 
at the peril of his life. 

Burtz, an employee at the plant, had 
stepped into the door of the transform- 
er station, a small cement structure, 
into which everybody excepting one 
man—the superintendent—was forbid- 
den to enter. This because of the high 
tension wires that passed through the 
place. A hand held within (but a few 
feet of the wires would make the con- 
tact that ‘would send.thousands of volts 
through the body. 

Burtz had stepped into the doorway. 
His head neared one of the wires lead- 
ing to the transformer. An arc of 
flame shot out. He was lifted into 
mid-air and flung across a lower set 
of wires sarees at least 12,000 volts. 
He was thrown back against the wall, 
a slteet of flame surrounding him as 
it sprang to his body from the wires. 

Hurst, catching sight of the flames, 
ran into the building, seized the un- 
conscious ‘body of the worker, and car- 
ried him into the air. Burtz was badly 
burned. The charge that passed through 
his system was so heavy that every 
coin in his pockets was melted, as were 
his watch and the tacks in his shoes.

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INCOMPREHENSIBLE. 

Slearant violations of national law and 
interstate commerce regulations in the re- 
cent wholesale issuance of free transporta- 
tion by the Louisville and Nashville and 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
roads, as developed and admitted, is nothing 
short of incomprehensible. 

The average individual, nurturing preju- 
dice and hate and brooding over wrongs 
real or imaginary, may work himself up to 
the point of doing violence; but the idea of 
business men, supposedly standing at the 
very head and forefront of their profession, 
deliberately violating law over a period of 
several years, with exposure absolutely cer- 
tain and with escape from consequences im- 
possible, is beyond the power of the ordinary 
conception. 

The public is not so much concerned with 
any question of the division of territory be- 
tween the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Southern railway—the Pizzaro and Cortes 
incident of some twenty years or so ago— 
which belongs to an interesting past when 
railroads, as well as other corporations, 
were in the habit of doing things which 
they do not and cannot do today. The ex- 
posure of this alleged program reads like a 
page from romantic swashbuckling history; 
it is interesting and even amusing as a 
chronicle, but is something that belongs to 
another and a past generation. 

But the flagrant violations of federal law 
against the issuance of free transportation 
for the purpose of cultivating favorable cor- 
poration sentiment, right under the shadow 
of the present year, by men who knew what 
they were doing and fully understood the 
consequences, is incomprehensible. 

Georgia, at least, is fortunate in having 
escaped the odium and taint. None of her 
officials, her judiciary, her legislature, or 
her citizens seem to have been similarly in- 
volved, notwithstanding the fact that both of 
these railroad systems operate in this state. 
The states of Kentucky and Tennessee were, 
according to the testimony, the victims; it 
was their legislature, their judiciary and 
their citizens who were honeycombed from 
one end to the other with free passes admit- 
tedly issued for a purpose. 

Regardless of any explanation these rail- 
_ roads may offer, they will have a hard time 
in satisfying the public that a quarter million 
dollars worth of free transportation, and an- 
other quarter of a million of campaign con- 
tributions, were freely given without ulterior 
motives. 


FOR'LACK OF A RECORD. 

For the lack of his Georgia birth record 
Robert Freeman, a, Brunswick, Ga., boy, 
now in London, England, is to be conscript- 
ed into the English army and sent to the 
trenches on the western war front. 

England hag refused to accept his state- 
iment that he is a citizen of the United 
States, and, according to dispatches, has de- 
manded his birth certificate as evidence. 
He neither has it nor can he furnish it from 
any records available in the state. The 
probabilities are, therefore, that he must 
serve in the English army under such con- 
ditions as they are likely to put upon him. 

Here is another striking instance of the 
deplorable condition of Georgia records as 
to vital statistics. The fact of the matter 


be had because there is no record from 
which to transcribe it. 

Our courts are full of litigation demand- 
ing evidence of birth or death—evidence 
which cannot now be had. Never was there 
a more striking instance of the necessity for 
such a record as this than has been made 
apparent in the litigation over the estate of 
the late James M. Smith. With an official 


birth record in hig case today, this litiga- | 


tion could have been disposed of in short 


order. 


Georgia has a vital statistics law, enact- 
ed some two years ago, but, so far as the 
effect of it is concerned, it might as well 
never have been written or passed. Not a 
dollar has yet been appropriated to meet 
the expenses of its administration, and, 
until provision is made, nothing can be done 


under it. ‘ 
Such instances as the Freeman case 


and the Smith estate litigation should 


impel the legislature to act promptly in the 
matter of making this important law avail- 
able for a much-needed public service. 


DISTINCTLY HOPEFUL! . 
Reduced to its last analysis the German 
reply to the demand of the United States 
that it put an end to the methods heretofore 
adopted in the prosecution of its submarine 
warfare is distinctly hopeful. 
Indications are that the demands of the 


United States will be met as regards the 


fundamental matter of submarine attack of 
merchant vessels without warning. 

The German note declares specifically 
that the government has issued the follow- 
ing order to its submarine commanders: 


“In accordance with the general prin- 
ciples of search and destruction of mer- 
chant vessels, as recognized by interna- 
tional law, such vessels both within and 
without the area declared a war zone 
(the waters around the British Isles) 
shall not be sunk without warning and 
without saving human lives, unless ships 
attempt to escape or to offer resist- 
ance.” 

This is specific and if the German reply 
stopped there, nothing more could have been 
expected. 

But-——! 

Immediately following the statement of 
the order to its submarine commanders, the 
note of the German government couples the 
statement of its instructions with the addi- 
tional announcement which may or may not 
be satisfactory: 

But neutrals cannot expect that Ger- 
many, forced to-fight for existence, shall, 
for the sake of neutral interest. restrict 
the use of an effective weapon if the 
enemy is permitted to contribute to apply 


at will methods of warfare violating 
rules of international law. 


This may or may not mean trouble! 

If it means that the United States is now 
expected to address its attention to Great 
Britain and force that government to shape 
its course to meet the demands of Germany, 
then there is still cause for trouble between 
Germany and the United States. 

If it means that Germany is instructing 
its submarine commanders to desist from 
their former methods of illegal warfare until 
time is given for the United States to exact 
from Great Britain acceptance of conditions 
that will satisfy the German government, 
and that if the United States refuses to 
make the effort or fails to bring Great Brit- 
ain to terms, Germany will then resume its 
former methods of submarine warfare, the 
serious break which has been threatened 
for the past few weeks is still inevitable. 

At any rate, let us be thankful that, at 
least to the extent of preventing even for the 
time.an open rupture between Germany and 
the United States, the reply is at least con- 
ditionally satisfactory, and that it offers 


much hope for an entirely peaceable settle- 


ment of existing differences. 
Undoubtedly, if Germany should cease 


its methods of submarine warfare against 


which this country has justly protested, 
there is an end to the trouble—and Ger- 
many unquestionably and ufconditionally 
promises to do that very thing. 

The only trouble is in the reservation of 
the right to change its mind according to de- 
velopments.

terest in the Nashville Warehouse com- 
pany, the only one he was asked about, 
by saying that the warehouse practical- 
ly afforded the railroad added termina 
facilities and therefore was desirable. 

“To prevent traffic from going to 
the Tennessee Central?” asked Mr. 
Folk. : 

“The people who use the warehouse 
would naturally use our road,” was the 
reply. “ 

rurning to the subject of free passes, 
Mr. Folk asked: : 
“During 1913 the Louisville and Nash- 
Ville issued to public officials and at 
the request of public officials free 
passes to the number of 6,382, repre- 
senting transportation to the value of 
$61,727; and the Nashville, Chattanoo- 
xa and St. Louis railroad, a majority of 
whose stock is owned by the Louisville 
and Nashville, issued to public offi- 
cials and at the request of public offi- 
cials free passes ¢to the number of 16,- 
230, representing transportation to the 
value of $164,521. Do you approve of 
this practice of issuing free passes?” 

Senator Lea, of Tennessee, author of 
the investigation resolution, interposed 
an objection before the witness could 
answer. Mr. Lea said that he would 
prefer to have this line of questioning 
deferred until he could be represented 
by counsel, and the question was al- 
lowed to pass. 


Suicide of Captain Staples. 


Mr. Smith's explanation of the cir- 
cumstances attending the suicide of 
Captain Staples was that it was due, 
he thought, to financial worries aris- 
ing out of Captain Staples’ inability to 
make expenses in operating three ves- 
sels he owned on the Tombigbee river 
in competition with a newly developed 
line in 1913. The Louisville and Nash- 
ville, Mr. Smith said, was not financ- 
wy the competing company. 

aptain Staples was loaned $50,000 
by the Louisville and Nashville on his 
three steamers, Mr. Smith said. 

Later the captain came to see the 
witness and was greatly depressed and 
told Mr. Smith that he could not make 
operating expenses. Witness said he 
was afraid’ he did not fully under- 
stand the captain’s troubles and did 
not do as much as he might have to 
relieve them. Captain Staples went 
away, Mr. Smith continued, and soon 
afterwards witness was advised by 
wire that he had committed suicide. 
A week later his biggest boat was 
destroyed by an explosion and several 
lives were lost. The insurance, which 
Captain Staples had agreed to keep 
up, had been cancelled or had lapsed

Mr. Smith was asked if he knew 
R. E. Fleming. 

“Yes,” he replied. “Mr. Fleming is 
our legislative agent’ at Louisville for 
about two months every two years. 
The rest of the time he is our immi- 
~ he en and industrial agent. It is his 

uty as legislative agent to watch out 
for proposed legislation which is in- | 
jurious to the Louisville and Nashville 
and to do what he can to defeat it. 
Some times I believe he helps in pro- 
posing helpful legislation.” 

“Is it his duty to become acquainted 
with members of the legislature?” ask- 
ed Mr. Folk, “to take them out to 
dinners and to entertain them?’ 

“I do not know how he performs 
his duties,” Mr. Smith replied. “His 
}expenses, however, are paid by the 
Louisville and Nashville, I assume. 

L. & N.’s Agent in Georgia. 

Mr. Smith thanght that the road had 
similar agents in Tennessee and Ala- 
bama, although he didn’t recall their 
names. Work of this‘sort in Georgia, 
he thought, was attended to for the 
Louisville and Nashville by a repre- 
sentative of the Georgia railroad, He 

d not know whether Sydney J. Bowie 
had received $80,000 from the Louisville 
and Nashville for work done in op- 
pons, certain legislation in Alabama 
n 2. 

There was no intention, Mr. Smith 
said, on the Louisville and Nashville's 
part to discriminate against Mobile 
in favor of Pensacola in routing ex- 
port shipments of cotton. Mr. Folk 
asked about terminal and shipping 
facilities at the two ports. 

“We have poor facilities at Mobile 
and excellent facilities at Pensacola,” 
Mr. Smith replied. 

Mr. Smith testified today that not 
only had the Louisville and Nashville 
come to the financial aid of Alabama 
in 1912, but frequently had come to the 
aid of other commonwealths., 

“We loaned money recently to the 
city of Lexington, Ky.,” he said. “Also 
to the city of Birmingham, Ala., and 
not long ago to the city of Columbia, 
Tenn.” 

“Who asked you to help out the state 
of Alabama in 1912?” asked Joseph 
W. Folk, counsel for the commission. 

“We didn’t lend money directly to 
the state,” the witness replied. “We 
loaned $249,000 in 1912 and about the 
same amount in 1913 to the First Na- 
tional Bank of Birmingham. Its pres- 
ident, W. P. G. Harding, now a mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve board, 
came to the Louisville and Nashville 
and asked it to join with other inter- 
ests, railroads and banks, I suppose, 
in buying up state warrants, there be- 
ing no money in the state treasury to 
pay them at the time. 

“Why shouldn’t the Louisville and 
Nashville ae the state of Alabama?” 
We have millions invested in the state. 
We are now more interested in its pros- 

rity than anybody else except, per- 

aps, the people themselves, Isn't it fit, 
proper and natural that we should try 
to aid it to be prosperous?” 

‘It is an exceedingly difficult mat- 
ter,” Mr. Smith continued, “to protect 
the property of a large corporation in 
states from confiscation by the people.” 


Attacks LegiMative Bodies. 


“By what people?’ asked Mr. Folk. 

“By the people of those states, act- 
ing through their law-making bodies. 
You know all men are free and equal, 
but we couldn’t get ——s without our 
plutocrats. Under our form of gov- 
ernment it is permissible to do any- 
thing necessary to get another man’s 
ap a providing you can Keep out 
of jail. 
“All legislative bodies are a men- 
ace. In action they are a calamity. 
They are many and numerous, and we 
have trouble at times with all of them 
beginning with congress and gaing 
on down the line to the town council. 
We must do what we can to conciliate 
them all. We have to protect our- 
selves.”’ 

Mr. Smith’s declaration was made at 
the end of a long argument amon 
counsel as to admission to the recor 
of a paper which he had started to 
read from the witness stand. 

The witness had given his own defi- 
nition of politics and launched into a 
characterization of -what he termed 
disadvantages of the present form of 
government. 

He then began to read a-paper on 
politics in Tennessee and the political 
situation there. The paper contained a 
reference to Senator Lea, author of the 
senate resolution providing for the in- 
vestigation. 


Luke Lea Objects. 


Senator Lea jumpea to his feet with 
an objection. 

“The subject under inquiry here,’ he 
said, “is the L. & N. railroad, a common 
carrier, not Luke Lea, of Tennessee, an 
individual, The L. & N., through its 
president, refuses to tell anything 
whatever about its participation in 
Tennessee politics. Yet it desires to 
discuss fully everything that occurs to 
it about the part that I, an individual, 
have taken in politics there. It would 
seem that not the railroad, but Luke 
Lea, is under investigation. I request 
that the witness not be permitted to 
discuss my activities unless he be 
willing to discuss his own, at least 
until | am represented by counsel who 
may cross-examine.” 

After a long argument among coun- 
sel, Chairman Meyer ruled against 
reading of the paper. 

M. S. Jouett, of Mr. Smith’s counsel, 
glanced through the paper. 

“My counsel don’t know anything 
about that paper,” Mr. Smith = said. 
“They probably would object, too, if 
they did.” 

“We certainly would,” Mr. Jouett 
said. 

“That paper, Mr. Chairman, is pre- 
liminary to a proposition I wanted to 
make to you to drop these proceedings 
now by a compromise.” 

Chairman Meyer would not permit 
him to read it. 

Mr. Folk read a letter from Mr. 
Smith to H. F, Lee, secretary of the 
American Anti-Boycott society in New 
York city, in which Mr. Smith said 
that “due to the activities of the inter- 
state commerce commission, who wants 
to examine even our correspondence,” 
a further contribution seemed unwise. 


As to Burning Ietters. 


“Yes,” Mr. Smith sald, “I wrote it. 
After the introduction here yesterday 
of confidential letters and memoranda, 
I have come to the conclusion that 
hereafter we would better write no let- 
ters at all, but do all our business by 
telephone. And when we do have to 
write a letter, add on the bottom a 
postscript, ‘Burn this,’”’ 

“Have you burned any letters of the 
L. & N.?” asked Mr. Folk. 

“No, I haven't,” Mr. Smith replied, 
emphasizing the pronoun. 

“Have you given orders to anybody 
to burn any of your correspondence?” 

Mr. Jouett objected. 

“That’s not my business,’ Mr. Smith 
replied. The subject then was dropped. 

By advice of counsel, Mr. Smith de- 
clined to say how much money the road 
had contributed to the railroad associa- 
tions of Tennessee, Alabama and Ken- 
tucky or to explain a voucher for $20,- 
000 given in February, 1910, “for spe- 
cial fees” to the Columbia Trust com- 
pany, of Louisville. 

“All further information concerning 
this voucher was refused our examin- 
ers,” Mr. Folk said. ‘“‘Was this youch- 
er for political expenditures?” 

Mr. Smith declined to answer. Oth- 
er vouchers which werg successively 
brought to his attentio and about 
which he declined to give information | 
were: 

George W. Jones, L. & N, attorney in| 
Alabama, $13,600, expenses for session 
of the Alabama legislature. Dated 
January, 1907. 

J. F. Hanson, $6,000, for services ren- 
dered in October, 1909. 

National Bank of Commerce, Louis- 
ville, $15,000. May 5, 1907. 

Voucher 1122, “New York exchange,” 
July, 1910, $2,500. 


L. & N. and Johnson-Dallis Agency. 


At the afternoon session, Mr, Smith 
was asked if he or the Louisville and 
Nashville had not spent $34,800 in Ala- 
bama through the Johnson-Dallis Ad- 
vertising agency, of Atlanta, in a camp 
paign against rate reductions advocat- 
ed by former Governor Comer. By ad- 
vice of counsel Mr. Smith refused to 
answer. 

Mr. Folk then took up consideration 
of a so-called secre. servtce fund of 
$295,000 spent through J. B. Harlan, 
special agent at Louisville, and others, 
between 1906 and 1914. Mr, Jouett vig- 
orously opposed testimony concerning 
this fund. 

“This money,” he said, “was not spent 
in a way that is involved in any of the 
affairs now under investigation. This 
is a secret service branch of our work. 
It involves certain confidential mat- 
ters with relation to one department 
of the L. & N. similar to that which 
prevails in every other road. The pub- 
lication of its details would be un- 
necessarily injurious to our road.” 

The original form of Mr. : Folk’s 


question was as follows: 
“Mr. Smith, the records show that 


between 1906 and 1914, the sum of 
$295,000 was ——s upon labor or- 
deo zations. e-books contain no 
urther information and the account- 
ants were refused further information 
by the lL. & N. officials. you know 
how this money was spent?’ 

Upon objection by Mr. Jowett, Mr. 
Folk oan ey the form of his question 
omitting the reference to labor organ- 
ization and bringing in Mr. Harlan’s 
name. Mr. Jovett offered to tell Chair- 
man Meyer privately how the money 
was spent. Mr. Meyer said he would 
place the situation before the entire 
commission to determine if he might 
inspect the vouchers privately. 

Mr. Folk promgae out that up to a 
year ago the uisville and Nash- 
ville owned, through subsidiaries, two 
vessels engaged in trans-Atlantic 
trade from ensacola—the August 
Belmont and the Saltmarsh.

FAIRFAX HARRISON 
DENIES AGREEMENT. 

Washington, May 56.—Fairfax Har- 
rison, president of the Southern Rail- 
way company, today gave out the fol- 
lowing Statement: 

I note in a report in the newspapers 
this morning of certain testimony be- 
fore the interstate commerce commis- 
sion by M. H. Smith, president of the 
Louisville and Nashville, a reference 
to some stenographic notes of a con- 
ference in 1896 between Mr. Smith and 
Mr. Sam pel Spencer, then president of 
the Southern Railway company, which 
the newspaper report appears to give 
the color of an agreement to divide 
the territory of the south between the 
Te and the Louisville and Nash- 

“Although I have been ofcially con- 
nected with the Southern during the 


past twenty years, a greater part of 


the time in a responsible relation, this 
is the first information I have had of 
any such conference as is described. 
At all events, no such agreement is 
now in effect, nor have I ever heard 
that it was in effect. 

‘Assuming that the reported confer- 
ence was held in 1896, it has about as 
much relation to actual conditions to- 
day as the agreement made between 
Augustus and Anthony to divide the 
Roman world between them after 
Pharsalia.” 


LEXINGTON EXPLAINS 
SMITH’S STATEMENT. 


Lexington, Ky., May 5.—In explainin 
the statement of President Milton H 
Smith before the investigating com- 
mittee at Washington that he had 
loaned money to the city of Lexing- 
ton, city officials here today explained 
that the Louisville and Nashville had 
entered into an agreement with the city 
to build a $150,000 viaduct here. 

They claim that the city was to pay 
half and the railroad haif. The rail- 
road advanced the city’s half of the 


money and is collecting $25,000 a year 


from the city until the full amount is 
paid.

New York, May 5.—The first impres- 
sion of the German note seemed to 
cause a great deal of nervousness in 
the cotton market here this morning 
and there was heavy liquidation at 
the opening. July contracts broke to 
12.37, or 25 points below the high level 
of yesterday, but later advices from 
Washington were considered more fa- 
vorable and prices soon rallied. July 
sold up to 12.56 late in the afternoon 
and closed at 12.52, with the general 
list closing steady at a net loss of 
only 2 to 6 points. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of 12 to 21 points with May selling at 
»12.32 and October at 12.48 on or imme- 
diately following the call. The sharp 
advance of the previous day seemed to 
have left a considerable scattering 
long interest around the ring, and the 
selling on apprehensions of a break in 
diplomatic relations with Germany was 
very active for the first few minutes. 
Offerings were very well taken around 
the initial figures, however. with trade 
Interests aggressive buyers, while there 
was also a good demand from houses 
with Liverpool connections, presum- 
ably to undo straddles. This buying 
steadied prices and as soon as the mar- 
ket showed@a disposition to rally and 
it was seen that offerings of long cot- 
ton were becoming smailer, there was 
covering by early sellers. 

As prices worked upward some scat- 
tering liquidation was encountered, 
probably trom people who had carried 
their cotton over the initial break, but 
whose confidence had been shaken, and 
fluctuations were more or less irreg- 
ular. Fav le weather advices prob- 
ably tended to restrict fresh buying, 
but southern spot advices continued 
bullish, and prices reached their best 
point late in the afternoon, when May 
sold at 12.45 and October at 12.69, or 
back to practically last night's closing 
figures.

New Orleans, May 5.—While the cot- 
ton market slumped $1 a bale around 
the opening today, the tone soon 
steadied and strength developed, with 
the result that late in the session the 
loss was almost made up. Tenseness 
over the submarine issue was the only 
depressing influence of importance, al- 
though weather accounts showed de- 
cided improvement. The market's 
strength was derived erg 4 from the 
strong spot situation and the disposi- 
tion of leading trade interests to take

Around the opening trading months 
lost 18 to 20 points. The ring was full 
of selling orders. Liverpool was lower 
than due, which increased the dispo- 
sition to sell on the political situation.

Chicago, May 5.—Changes in opinion

Corn 
closed unchanged to a shade lower, 
oats unchanged to %@5sc up and pro- 
visions varying from 7%@lvc decline 
to a rise of 2c. 

At first the general view in the wheat 
trade seemed to be that the incom- 
plete versions of the Berlin answer 
pointed to a severance of relations at 
Washington. Active selling resulted, 
but the transactions at no time sug- 
gested anything remotely of the nature 
of demoralization. On the contrary, 
commission houses turned largely to 
the buying side during the decline, and 
it was not long before a rally was in 
progress that, when the full answer 
was at hand, more than wiped out all 
of the losses. Uncertainty, nowever, as 
to how the official wording of the 
translation would impress the Wash- 
ington authorities lea in the last half 
hour to something of a bearish reac- 
tion.
